Mr. Richardson is not only a skilful 
but an elegant performer ; his style is but an index of his intelligent and 
thoroughly English countenance. Instead of the Tableaux Vivants which 
were announced in the bills, the music from J/acbeth was substituted ; an 
arrangement to which the audience expressed not the slightest dissent.— 
The house was well attended.
